NEAT CLUB BOOMS ATTACHED 


AN EGYPTIAN ETON. 


SCHOOLS IN WHICH THE RICH BOYS 


OF CAIRO ARE EDUCATED. 


Difficulties That English Teacher* Have to 


Contend With—Pupils Are Boy* In Nama 
Only, For the Egyptians Have No Gem 
utoe Youth. 


They -were training for the sports. In 


the sunny playground was a row ol big, 
{fat boys—though none of them cama 
iwithin six inches of the slim, young, 
befezzed English head master—hanging 
on to a rope made fast round a tree. The 
trained instructor from Aldershot—he 
not so young or slim as he has been, 
bnt with muscles all india rubber and 
steel—was teaching them the tug of 
•war. His whito _ toothed, blaok faced, 
khaki clad Sudanese assistants were 
helping him. 


I was in the Egyptian Eton. It was 


one of three schools originally founded 
for training teachers capable of giving 
instruction in English or French. 
Bnt 


now it contains primary and secondary 
schools and a training college for the 
teachers, so that I was in a fair way to 
see at its best a summary of the whole 
system of public instruction in Egypt. 
It is only in its infancy as yet. 


First we went into the primary 


school. There were not many pupils be- 
cause the fees here are high—as much 
as §60 and $75 a year for day boys— 
and nobody much comes to the primary 
part except those who have failed else- 
where and whose fathers think the high 
fee a guarantee of high cramming. 
The primary course in Egypt takes four 
years; in the first, only Arabic subjects 
are taught; 
after that, English or 


French is introduced and gradually ex- 
tended till in the two last years it takes 
18 hours out of the weekly 88. All the 
instruction in languages is given in the 
language itself, but by natives. 
Only 


one—English or French—is taught, but 
that is taught thoroughly. 


la the lowest class there were just 


four boys—absurd little owls with the 
gravity o£ old men, dressed in fez and 
overcoat. They were getting a drawing 
lesson from an elderly Arab with a 
sbawl round his head. When I went in, 
they all stood up and saluted. 
In the 


highest class they were having an Eng- 
lish lesson from a young native in a 
large butterfly tie. 
Their English was 


thick and sloppy; so, if it came to that, 
\vas the master's. Still you could under- 
stand it. Iii this class mustaches were 
alieady budding, and it seemed strange 
to hoar young men reading infantile 
stuff about the sparrow. 


The great difficulty in schools like 


this arises from the fact that a Mussul- 
man is never a boy. 
As soon as he 


leaves the harem and is no longer a baby 
ho jumps at a bound to being a man. A 
boy will do well in his classes up to 14, 
15, 10, and then suddenly the cafes and 
hasheesh and lights o' love claim him, 
and from a bright eyed urchin he be- 
comes a sallow, flashy, sodden, stupid, 
dissipated man about town. In one pri- 
mary school two boys, 16 and 14, have 
just been married—not betrothed, you 
know, but really married, and living 
with their wives. The native master 
saw nothing extraordinary in a married 
sixth standard boy. 
Under the former 


system a boy took bis primary certifi- 
cate, which qualifies for lower govern- 
ment posts, at 14 or so, then spent six 
years getting his secondary certificate, 
and then perhaps, went on to the train- 
ing college or the schools of medicine or 
of law. Consequently he might easily 
bo the father of a very fair sized family 
years before he started to earn a piastre. 


Lately, by shortening the secondary 


course from five years to three, a real 
effort has been made to get boys ont of 
hand and into the world before 20 or so. 
When wo got on to the top form of the 
secondary school, there was no appreci- 
able difference in the sort of boy—all 
befezzed, all overcoated, most mustach- 
ed, all grave, as if school were a matter 
of life and death. 


I 
There is no difficulty in point of dis- 


ciplice with the Egyptian schoolboy. 
The French masters have some trouble 
sometimes, I was told, but in the very, 
very rare cases where an English master 


I finds his classes too much for him he 


i mufet go. It will not do to bring up the 
young in the idea that they may set at 


j caught the authority of an Englishman. 
| 
Aud what, when all is said and done, 


of the Egyptian schoolboy? Does he do 
any good in return for the patient, in- 
| telligentj honest care his English mas- 
] tera bestow on him? Well, he is learn- 


i ing to play football, and that will be 
good for him, only when a boy says to 
his master, after playing the Egyptian 


i Sandhurst, "The ground was too undu- 
lating; it recalled to me Hannibal's 
passage of the Alps," why, then, yon 


1 perceive that even football will not nec- 
essarily turn a precocious man into a 
boy again. He is astonishingly indns- 
trioub 
The difficulty is not to make 


him work, but to prevent him from 
overworking. Eight hours' home work 
after five and a half in school is by no 
moans an unknown performance. Some 
of his work in English literature which 
I saw compares quite well with that of 
university extension students at home, 
but, like theirs, it reads very textbooky. 
He has an astonishing gift for lan- 
guages, and he can appreciate a play of 
Shakespeare with ghosts or witches in 
it and a good allowance of florid meta- 
phor, no worse—perhaps better—than 
nu English schoolboy. 


But at the end of it all he is parrot- 


liko in his nnmtelligence, incorrigible 
in his inaccuracy, hopelessly fatuous in 
his dishonesty. He understands ordi- 
nary English, if you ask him questions, 
uncommonly well, bnt be will reel you 
off a page of textbook, understanding 
the meaning of each word, but without 
an idea of the connected sense of it. 


Will they ever make a boy of him? 


If skill and trying can do it, they will, 
and if he can be made a boy he can be 
made a man. But it is work against the 
collar, and it will not be done today or 
tomorrow.— G. W. Stevens iu London

Celebrated Piece* of China, Their Value 


and Their Owners. 


Ten thousand guineas paid by the 


Earl of Dudley for an antique vase and 
ewer of e'arly Sevres china was,the lar- 
gest sum -ever paid for a vase. It was 
afterward sold to Baron Schroder for 
8,000 guineas." Five thousand'guineas 
was paid' at the sale of 'the Lynes- 
Stephens collection in 1895 for an ovi- 
form vase of old Sevres porcelain, paint- 
ed with horsemen and figures,, after 
Wonvermans, and a trophy of arms in 
two medallions* with fluted neck and 
handles formed as gilt'figures of boys, 
by Dodin and Morin, 15% inches high. 
The price included a" pair of oviform, 
fiat shaped vases of comparatively small 
value, apart, from the one above de- 
scribed, the three being one set which 
formed part, of * the Earl of Pembroke's

In ,11^ .Jones' collection of pottery 


and porcelain at the' South Keusiugton 
museum there is an egg shaped Groa 
Bleu Sevres vase with medallions of 
Cupid and Psyche which was acquired 
for 8,000 guineas. The celebrated Bar- 
berini or Portland vase,' now preserved 
in the gold1 chamber of the British mu- 
seum, was purchased by Sir. W. 'Ham- 
ilton for £1,000, and afterward sold to 
the Duchess of Portland for £1,800. A 
historical vase was recently put under 
the hammer at Christie's. It was one of 
a pair presented to the Marquis of 
Montcalm (the defender of Quebec) by 
Louis XV. The last bid for this splen- 
did work of art was £1,995. One of the 
largest vases in the world was a present 
from the late czar to the city ol Paris. 
It is made from an immense block of 
Jasper, is eight feet high and is valued

M'RINLKY'S MILD MESSAGE. 


The United States battleship Maine, 


one of the .beet equipped vessels in the 
navy, arrived at Havana, Cubs, whither 
she had been ordered by the Govern- 
ment, on the 21at of .Jannaiy, 1808. It 
was understood by the Spanish author 
ities that the Maine was on a friendly 
visit and that both Governments were 
to send war vessels to eauh other's ports 
as au evidence of the friendly relations 
existing between them. The regular 
government pilot took charge of the 
Maine when she arrived in Havana bar- 
bor and anchored her in five or six 
fat'.oma of water. On the night, of 
February 15th, 1898, the Maine, while 
at anchor at the place to which she 
was taken by the Spanish Government's 
pilot, was destroyed and 250men,nearly 
all of whom were asleep in their ham- 
mocks, were blown to eternity. 


A Court of Inquiry was appointed by 


the United Statss Government to visit 
Havana and investigate the wreok and 
ascertain, if possible, whether the de- 
struction of the vessel was due to ex- 
ternal or internal causes. The Conrt, 
after a thorough investigation, finds 
that the Maine was blown up by a sub- 
marine mine, whioh was exploded un- 
der the vessel. 


VVbo for a moment can doubt that 


the Spanish authorities at Havana were 
not coguizant of the existence of that 
mine? It could not have beeu placed 
there without their knowledge, A state 
of war has existed in Cuba for over 
three years and thouah Mr. MoKinley's 
A-1 ministration, nor Mr. Reed's House 
of Representatives will not admit the 
fact, the tipanisb government is pain- 
fully aware of it, as'ithttscost the lives 
of about 75,000 soldiers and au expense 
of millions of dollars. In consequence 
c-f the condition of war the Spanish 
Government 
exercised 
strict 
sur- 


veillance over Havana harbor and it is 
unreasonable to suppose that a mine 
could be laid in the harbor without the 
knowledge of the Spanish authorities. 
The destruction of the Maine and the 
majority of her crew, it is but reason- 
able to assume was an act of treachery 
on the part of the Spanish. The United 
S'ates 
was a friendly nation, too 


friendly, in fact, when all the circum- 
stances are taken into consideration, 
and the destruction of one of its ves- 
sels and 250 brave men was an act an- 
ptraleled in atrocity and one which 
cries to heaven for vengeance. 


The President of the United States 


seuds a massagt) to Congress accom- 
panied by the findings of the Court of 
Inquiry into the cause of the Maine 
disaster. That message.-will pass into 
history as the mildest ever sent by the 
head of the Government to the Legis- 
lative Department under anything like 
similar circumstances. The Chief Ex- 
ecutive simply informs Congress that 
he has directed that the findings of the 
Oocirt of Inquiry and the views of this 
Government thereon be communicated 
to the Spanish Government and that 
he, the President, does not permit him- 
self to doubt that the sense of justice 
of the Spanish nation will dictate 
course of action suggested by honor 
and the friendly relations of the two 
Governments. 


That message plainly indicates that 


the President is determined that the 
loss of 250 lives and of one of the finest 
vessels in the American Navy by Span- 
ish treachery shall not cause a break 
in the friendly ralations existing be- 
tween the American and Spanish Gov. 
ernments, The President is yet to be 
heard from on the Spanish atrocities 
in Cuba, where thousands of men 
women and children are being herded 
like sheep by Spanish soldiers and 
slowly starred to death. 


Mark Eanua seems to have fully un- 


derstood the situation when be said, 
"there will be no war with Spain." 


TELEGRAPHIC NOTES. 


A cable to connect the Dry Tortngas 


with Havana will be constructed with 
the utmost speed. The order has been 
issued by the War Department ', 


Captain Sigeibee reported to the Navy 


Department yesterday and stated that 
bo was ready for doty and that he 
wished to command a good battleship 
at Key West. 


The 25 ch regiment (colored troops) 


was ordered to Tortngas yesterday and 
will leave for Florida immediately. 
They will garrison Tortugas, Key West 
and Jacksonville.

A LESSON FROM MEXICO. 


Destruction of the Forests Hag Brought 


Drought ana Desolation. 


The early conquerors of this country 


and their followers of today have been 
very wasteful and careless in the dispo- 
sition of their forests, with the result 
of accelerating the date when they will 
be compelled to face a problem of forest 
preservation at considerable cost to 
themselves. Denizens of the northwest 
are familiar with the rapidity with 
Which the valnable timber areas have 
been denuded, until now there is scarce- 
ly a merchantable tree between Ar- 
kansas and the . Canadian line. Many 
notes of warnings accompanied this de- 
struction of the northern soft wood for- 
ests, but they fell upon unwilling ears. 
Only after it was too late to stop the 
mischief did the country begin to recog- 
nize the indirect value of forests to agri- 
culture and that no high degree of civ- 
ilization can exist permanently "with- 
out some systematic and adequate forest 
management. In India the destruction 
of the forests commenced 1,000 years 
ago, and that country, having'at last 
seen the folly 'of snch waste) is now en- 
gaged in the expensive undertaking of 
reforesting large areas.' 


The effect upon rainfall and the pro- 


ductiveness of the cultivated tracts has 
already been acknowledged by investi- 
gators. 'When Cortes first saw tbe val-' 
ley of Mexico, it was covered with 
woods, not dense, but abundant, from 
the timber line on the volcanoes down 
to the water's edge. The reckless cut- 
ting down of the forests by the Span- 
iards in the first century following the 
conquest in 1521 increased evaporation, 
caused the lakes to dry tip, led to fre 
qnent droughts, followed by occasional 
floods, and changed the climate of 
Anabiiao. 


Any old rancher will tell stories of 


streams that flowed when he was a boy 
and will show the dry arroyo now. 
They .all claim that the tablelands . had 
timber in considerable qnntities where 
now there are barren deserts. 


This government has taken some steps 


in the matter, but it is also necessary 
for the landowners to assist in this 
work by planting trees and irrigating 
;hem for a few years until they have 
;aken good root. By using good judg- 
nent in selecting the trees and in plani- 
ng in a few years the complaints 
which are now so frequent of years of 
droughts will soon become fewer and 
'ewer until they finally cease.—Mon- 
terey Globe.

Natural Barometer* Which Foretell Storm* 


In Wlsconiln. : 
• '•-• 


A freak of nature whioh is attracting 


considerable attention is a series of 
blowing or "whistling" wells located 
in'the northern part of the towiTof Eu- 
reka, in Polk county, Wis. There axe 
six. of these hysterical •wells, ranging in 
depth from 120 to 100 feet. The one 
owned by James Ooltin exhibits most 
remarkable features.. This •well is 120 
feet deep and was dug 16 years' ago;' 
The first 20 feet was hardpan aiid the' 
rest coarse gravel. 


Before a rainstorm the wind blows 


out of this well with great force, mak- 
ing a roaring sound' that can be heard a 
long distance. 
The wind is eo hot that 


water placed on the 'cover of the-well 
will boil. The wind blows but only- be- 
fore a storm, and the severity and du- 
ration of the storm are always in . exact 
proportion to the force of this, current 
and its duration before the storm, com- 
mences. It is therefore an accurate and 
trustworthy barometer, or .vice versa, 
with equal accuracy, but remains quiet' 
in settled weather. 
< 


In winter a current of air is drawn 


in before a change of. weather just as 
forcibly as it blows out in hot weather. 
This current will freeze the, water. 120 
feet from the surface of the. earth as 
quickly as it would at the surface, andf 
though many attempts have been ma<13! 
to use a pump in the well, they haVe 
all • failed, and a number of pnmpu.Joi; 
different makes hare been destroyed by 
the water freezing and bursting ;the 
cylinders and pipes. 


The other five wells,;which resemble 


this one in many respects, are all locat- 
ed within the radius of about one mile 
and vary in depth from ISO to 160 feet.

sage, but no outlet has ever been discov- 
ered, and if there is one-it must be a 
great distance away in order to foretell 
the approach of storms eo long a time 
in advance.—Philadelphia Record.

Clara Barton's Work Among the Starv- 


ing MuUitndva. 


If anything were needed to satisfy 


ones friends of the great work so well 
begun in Cuba, it is to be found in'a 
letter from Clara Barton, th'at faithful 
worker, who, with her Bed Cross band, 
is now facing danger and disease in 
the infected Cuban hospitals. 
She 


writes from Havana: "We had risen 
early to be ready for a 5 o'clock start 
for the town of Jaruca, some twenty 
miles away. Nine o'clock brought us 
to the town, where we wore met and 
right royally welcomed by its leading 
people. The Mayor took us in his car- j 
nage to the churcb, followed by a 
crowd of people, men, women and chil- 
dren, that filled its centre." She speaku 
of the heart-gratitude of a stricken 
people to the American people for what 
they have done. They had remembered 
them, when i<ll wa's gone, when hunger, 
pain and death alone remained to 
them. After breakfast with tbeMsjor, 
"it now remained for us to see what 
we hid 'gone for to see.' Two hoars of 
wandering about in the hot sunshine, 
from hovel to 
hovel, damp, dark, 


thatched roofs and ground floors; no 
furniture; sometimes a broken bench, 
a few rags of bedding or clothing—poor 
wretched forma dragging about; some

could walk, some not, but all now had 
something to eat. Thank God ! our 
food had gotten there in some quanti- 
ties, if not all their lean bodies might 
crave, atill something; and while they 
showed their skeleton bodies, and feet 
swollen to bursting, they blessed the 
people of the country that bad remem- 
bered them with food. 


"The line of march was long and 


weary, ending with the 'hospital.'

We tried to enter, to 
reach a poor wretched-looking human 
being, on a bare cot in the farther side 
of a large room, but were driven back 
by the stench that met us; not alone 
the smell one might expect in such a 
place of neglect, bnt the dead bad evi- 
dently lain there, unmoved until par- 
trefaction had takea place.

THE CIFV OF RENO WAS INCORPO- 


iated by a special Act of the Legisla- 


tive of the State of Nevada, approved March 
S, 1897. 
It is the laigest city on the line of 


the Central Pacific Railroad between Sacra- 
mento, California, and Ogden, Utah, has had 
a steady and coutinuous growth ever since its 
inception and is situated in the midst of the 
richest agricultural and stock raising country 
between the Sierra Nevada and the Rocky 
mountains 
Its lesources are agricultural and 


pastoral rather than those of mines. It is the 
terminus of the V. & T- R. R. extending 
south with its connection three hundred and 
fifty miles, and also of the N. C. & O. R. R. 
extending north eighty miles. It is the seat 
of the State University, of the State Hospital 
for Mental Diseases, and of the State Agricul- 
tural Society. 
At the general election of 


1896 it cast 1300 votes and its present esti- 
mated population is 6,500. 
Its assessed valua- 


tion in the yeas 1897 was the sum of $1,745,- 
890 which was upon a low and very conserva- 
tive basis of valuation. Its total bonded in- 
debtedness fiom all sources is $45,000. 
The 


total rate of taxation in the year 1897 for 
State, county, and local purposes was $2.87 
on each one hunured dollars valuation. 


By its Incorporation Act the City is author- 


ized, subject to an affirmative vote of its elec- 
tors 'o issue its bonds in a sum not exceeding 
$150,000 for procuring water and construct- 
ing municipal water works, and in a necessary 
sum for constructing municipal electric light 
works. 
A special election was called by the 


City Council for October 7, 1897 at which 
election the electors of the city voted in favor 
of bonding the city in the sum of $130,000 
for municipal water works and in the sum of 
$20,000 for a municipal electric light plant by 
a vote of 409 in favor of and 130 against. 
In December 1897 an action in quo warrant*) 
was instituted in the Supreme Court of Ne- 
vada by Mr. A. G. Fletcher in which the con- 
stitutionality of the Incorporation Act was as- 
sailed upon twelve distinct grounds and also in 
which the legality, regularity, and sufficiency 
of the special election held on October 7, 
1897, was questioned. On the'23rd day of 
February 1898, the Supreme Court of Ne- 
vada filed its unanimous opinion in the action 
in which it si-stained the constituliunality of 
the Incorporation Act, and the legality, regu- 
larity, and the sufficiency of the special elec- 
tion, in each and every particular, The City 
Council is authorized by law to raise the nec- 
essary funds with which to meet the bond 
interest charges and to liquidate the principal 
by either direct taxation of all propel ty or by 
water and light charges against users or by 
both.
